phet Ezekze] was commanded to take two ſticks, and to 
write upon the one, For Judah , apd the childrex of 1ſracl 
bis Companions , and upon the other, For Joſeph, the flick 
of Ephraim, and for all the houſe of 1ſrael bis Companions, 
and to joyn them together into one ſtick , Ezek. 37. 16,

pire, when it was at the height, fell jar ſhort of the whole 
world , being bounded with Mount At/#5 South, and 
Danwbins North , Eaphrates Eaſt , and the Triſh Seas 
Weſt; though ſometimes they made excurſions beyond 
Danybins and Euphrates , yet thele feem to have. been 
their fixed limits, But Jeſt any thould ſay, thar this ex- 
preſſion {avoured of the Roman pride, and is baly rela- 
ted by S, Lyke , let us ſee what the holy:Propher Dangel 

Dan.2.37» ſaith to Nebwchadnezzar ;, Thou , O King ,"art a King of 

_” Kings , for the God of Heaven hathgiven thee a Kingdome, 

' &c. And whereſoever the children of men dwell, the 


beaſtsof the field; and the Fowlsof heaven, hathhe gi- - -

Sl, Secret things belong to the Lord our God, and 
if it be certain, that fo glorious a work ſhall be done, I 
think it doth not ſo much concern us , to enquire whar 
manner of Inſtruments the Lord will make uſe of : AsI 
remember Mr. Brightman interpreteth the two laſt Chap- 
ters of Solomon's Song, and the laſt part of the (ixth, 
concerning the Converſion of 1ſreel ; and obſeryeth; thit 
in the beginning of Chap. 7, where there is a Propierical 
deſcription of this Church,it begineth ar the lower parts, 
yer. 1, How beautiful are thy feet with ſhoges, O Princes 
Daxwsbter ? and endeth with the head, ver.5, Thence 
eathering ſomewhat to this purpoſe, that the work 
ſhould begin among the inferiour members, without any 
ſpecial help of eminent Inſtruments, And in the deſcrip- 
tion of the New Jeruſalem, Rewvel. 21.12. And ſpeak- 
ing of the twelve gates of this Quadrature, they are 
reckoned ia this order; on the Eaſt three gates, on the 
North three gates, on the $outh three gates , anc on the 
Welt three gates. Hence he gathereth , that our We- 
ſtern European Jews, which dwell among profeſſed Chri- 
ſttans, ſhall comein laſt, and that the Tribes of 7/rael 
diſperſed through the Eaſt, North and South, among In- 
fidels, thall lead the way ; thoſe that have leaſt ordinary 
helps beginning the work.

Sol. It becometh us modeſtly intxev, where we have 
not good warrant from Scripture; but I am ſtrongly per 
{waded, that Rome ſhall be deſtroyed before 7/rae/ ſhall 
be called, = 

1 Becauſe the Tdolatries and other Abominations of 
the Romiſh Synagogue, are great ſtumbling-blocks unto 
them, and therefore to be removed out of the way. 

2 How ſhould che fulneſs of the Gextiles comein, un- 
leſs Babyles, which holdeth ſo many Nations of the Gez- 
tiles in captivity, be ruined to the foundation 2 

3 I know not whether as Feraſalem, wherein (or nigh 
unto which) Chriſt was crucified, was overthrown, ſo 
it be not neceflary for the full conviction of the people 
of 1ſrael, that Rome, or myſtical Babylon (by whoſe pow- 
er and authority, the Lord of Lite was ſlain) ſhould 
fink as a Mil- ſtone, into the bottome of the ſea. 

4 After the deſtruQtion of Babylon, Jargely deſcribed 
Rev, 18. Inthe beginning of the next Chapter, Fohz 
ſaith: After theſe things, 1 heard a great voice of much peo- 
ple in heaven, ſaying Alleluja, ſalvation, and glory , and 
honour,and power, unto the Lord our God, &c, anid again they

that after the doywnfal of Babylon, the Chriſtiin Churches 
ſinging an inwivov, or triumphant ſong , to the honour of 
che Captain of their Salvation, ſhall be mindeful of the 
Hebrews, the kin{men of Chriſt according to the fleſh , 
inviting them to partake of the ſame mercy with them- 
ſelves 1n Chriſt, and joyn with them in magnifying his 
name; now that the great ſtumbling block is taken out of 
the way, thcn it followeth, verſe 6. 1 heard as it were the 
woice of a great multitude , and as the voice of mighty thun- 
derings, ſaying Allelujah , for the Lord God omnipotext 
reteneth : Let ws be glad and rejoyce, and give honour to him, 
for the Marriage of the Lamb is come , and his Wife hath 
made her ſelf ready : Now the Bride , the Lambs Wite , 
is the new Fernuſalem, Rev. 21. 9,10. It ſeemeth that 
the marriage of the Lamb , followeth ſpeedily after the 
Funeral of the Beaſt, 
5 Dantel ſheweth , that the Beaſt muſt be ſlain, and 
his body given to the burning flame, Daz. 7.11. And 
then he ſaw one like the ſon of Man , come in the clouds of 
heaven, &c. and there was given him d:minion, and glory , 
and a Kinedome , that all people , nations, and langnages , 
ſhould ſerve him,&c. ver.13,14. But for my part, I dare 
not to determine the preciſe time when Rowe ſhall be de. 
ſtroyed; but I hope the day is not far off; and among 0- 
ther reaſons, for this, becauſe this ſeventh and worſt head 
of the fourth Beaſt , hath alrgady. had more time to do- 
- mineer, than all the other ſix joyned together. 
 Quer. 5 Whether they ſhall return totheir ewnland,, to

Yeu T/raet BIS guides 3; and being upon the mountains they were 0- 


ver-taken with a tempeſt , (o violent that it grievouſly 
afflicted them , inſomuch that the 7ndians among other 
{ad complaints, ſaid chat theſe and other miferies fell 
upon them for the wrong they had done to the people of 
God, After the ſtorm was over , 'the Jew asked them, 
what they meant by that ſpeech which they ler fall in 
their diftreſs? They told him that ſome ages before,there 
came a ſtrange people to ſettle themſelves in that Coun- 
try , whereupon the Natives were ſtirred up by their 
Wizards to make war upon them and expel] them, they 
{ent out one Army which was utterly broken, not a man 
returning ; they ſent a ſecond which had the like ſucceſs, 
and I think a third , fo that there were few 1ndians left 
beſides old Men, Women and Children, which made the 
ſurviving 14/ans toſuſpe&t, that their Wizards had a de- 
ſ1gn to ruine them ;z ſo they fell upon them and flew di- 
vers of them, but ſome @f them cried quarter, and told 


them 
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them if they would ſpare their lives , they would give 
chem a trueinformation concerning this people ; ſo they 
told them that theſe were the ſervants of the true and 11- 
ving God, who made heaven and earth, - and whatever at- 
tempts they made againſt them, they ſhould never pro- 
ſper; and therefore adviſed them not onely to make 
peace, bur (if they could obtain ſo much at their ha2ds) 
enter into a league with them. Hereupon they made: 
ſach an overture tothem , and found them averſe from 
it, and could not prevail with them withouc muci1 im- 
portunity ; at liſt they came to a concluſion , and ſince 
that time at certain leaſons they mer with them for the 
renewing or confirming of their league ;- but this was ob- 
ſerved that this Forraign people would never ſuffer the 
Indians to come within their bounds, but always appoin- 
ted their meetings in ſome place without their territorics, 
The Few having heard this ſtory , was very defirous to 
ſee this people ; and his 1»dian-guides at his requeſtzcon- 
ducted him neer their borders, and coming to a Lake, 
made a ſign upon an hill (I take it by a fire and a garment, 
or ſuch like thing lifted np upon two Pikes ) whereupon 
4 Boat was ſent over the Lake with ſome few perſons in 
it, who being informed by the 1zdians , that there was 
one of their Nation and Religion , they began to ſpeak 
to him in the Hebrew tongue. thoſe words, Dent. 6: 4» 
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Hear O Iſrael, the Lord our God is 6ne Lord, And then diſ- 
courſing further with him, told him, that the time of 
theit deliverance drew neer, wherein they ſhould through 
the hand of God upon them, act great things in the 
world ;; he was alſo informed there were many of then 
in ſeveral parts of that large continent , who differed 
much from the 1nd/ans , having Beards, going in comely 
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' habits, and having beadloine Towns, Manaſſes Ben-1[. 
racl ſaith further , that he which related this ſtory , was 
reputed a very honeſt man, and ſolemnly related the 
truth of ic upon his death-bed, dying (I chink) about 
two years before that Treatiſe was written, Fides peyes 
 Awuthorems eſto, But in my judgement Bex-1ſrae/ openeth 
divers propheſies very accurately , among the reſt that 
of Iſa. 49, 12. Behold theſe ſhall come from far , and loe 
theſe from the North, and from the Weſt , and theſe from the 
land of Sinim ; which he interpreteth to be the ſame 
which we call China, it being by Ancient Geographers 
called Siza, and the inhabitants Szzites, or Sinattes, SO 
Ortelius, Sing , diva Prolomy: Aſia pepuli ſunt & Regto 
quan Caitaldus & HMoletins Chinam nominant, So our 
Heylin ſpeaking of the name Chena ſaith , it is onely uſed 
by us of Envope, and is to bederived from the Sine, a 
people whom Prolomy the old Geographer placeth in 
choſe parts, and the latter Writers do yet call it $:9ar9m 
Juni in Regio, And although the tearned F#nims in his note upon 
| U349.13. that place of thePropher,firſt pointeth at another people, 
yer he ſeemeth co encline ro the ſame which Ben-1/rael 
pitched upon; for upon thoſe words [z terre Sineorum) he 
faith, 7. e. Meridiens verſus, quan in partem Sinaiterminum 
Fudee conſtituebam,Gen. 10.1 7D rumen Sink & mons 
Sina ſpecFabant, Exod. x6.
